Averaging 300 new items a day, the Museum's growing collections had created challenges in space and proper care. The CRC mobile 
storage units will maximize space and allow for expansion. Strict climate controls and sci-fi-like precautions, such as floor sensors that 
activate alarms if a drop of water falls, will ensure the safety of these treasures. Storage and research space will increase by 30 percent, 
and 45,000 square feet in the main building where the collections formerly stood will be freed for the public.

Virtual Garden 


A budding collaboration is giving new meaning to “window boxes.” 
The Field Museum, Chicago Botanic Garden and Morton Arboretum 
have pooled detailed data and digital images of specimens from their 
collections to create a new searchable herbarium, www.vplants.org. 
The virtual garden is available to anyone with Internet access, whether 
schoolchildren, researchers or home gardeners, and includes nearly 
100,000 specimens from the Chicago Wilderness region, a 200,000-acre 
network of protected lands.
